With an air of friendly author - 
ity and homespun sophistication, 
Dr. Robert Johns, new SSC presi- 
dent, met the campus press this 
week to discuss a variety of top- 
ics ranging from student demon- 
strations to the mushrooming 
college enrollment. 

Asked how he viewed campus 
demonstrations, Dr. Johns stated 
‘tysually from my window.” He 
stated further that he did not con- 
demn student demonstrations 
held on campuses. ‘I’m not 
against them as long as they donot 
interfere with the prime reason 
students are here — the class- 
room,’ the new president stated. 

Dr. Johns said that he did not 
plan any immediate curriculum 
changes or any other significant 
changes until he has had time to 
study and evaluate what is here at 
Sacramento State. 

The challenge of meeting the 
increasing college enrollment 
and loss of the individuality of the 
student was discussed and Dr. 
Johns said ‘that with a strong 
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emphasis on teaching’’ there will 
be no significant problem. 

He stated further that the post 
World War II baby boom has been 
with us for a few years and the 
erises has now become a condi- 
tion. The new number one man 
on campus pointed out that he 
feels the educational system of 
California is capable of dealing 
with the condition. 

The former three-year presi- 
dent of Montana University felt 
that the campus is an important 
part of the community and should 
make its influence felt. The prob- 
lems of society are also the prob- 
lems of the campus but they 
should not be emphasized more 
than the academic life, he said. 

“Being a public institution,’’ 
the Ohio born president empha- 
sized, “‘we have a certain respon- 
sibility to the public,’ He contin- 
ued saying that ‘‘the academic life 
cannot be divorced from the com- 
munity interest.’’ 

Dr. Johns, 45, has served as 
executive vice-president of the 
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Sacramento, California 


University of Miami in Coral 
Gables, Fla., from 1960 to 1962 
and is former head of the Illinois 


Commission of Higher Education 
from 1958 to 1960, 

Questioned about his feelings 
concerning the student evaluation 
of faculty members, President 
Johns said, ‘*] have no objections 
— its up to the faculty.” 

The newly appointed president 
said he is not familiar with SSC’s 
student involvement but that us- 
ually most students are satisfied 
with what is given to them ‘‘cafe- 
teria style.”’ Dr. Johns believes 
that students are first-class 
members of the college and 
should take an active part in the 
proceedings. 

The new president received 
his bachelor of science degree 
from Ohio State University and 
his PhD from Stanford. He was 
a pilot with the Navy during World 
War I, Dr. and Mrs. Johns have 
four children ranging in ages 
from 19 to 13. 


The Big Squeeze Is On As 
Enrollment Reaches 11,000 


The big squeeze is on at Sac- 
‘ramento State with a staggering 
total of nearly 11,000 students 
expected to begin classes Mon- 
day. Dr. Duane Anderson, asso- 
ciate dean of students in records 
and admissions, revealed last 
week that this represented a 12 
per cent increase from last fall’s 
registration of 9,666. 

Approximately 4,700 new stu- 
dents registered Sept. 13 and 14, 
along with some 1,900 continuing 
students. Last spring another 
5,250 students registered in a 
newly inaugurated program de- 
signed to lighten the fall enroll- 
ment rush. Those pre-registered

paid their fees by Aug. 15, re- 
ceiving student body cards and 
parking stickers by mail. 

Dr. John Cox, executive dean 
and administrator of construc- 
tion, noted that classroom space 
will be at a minimum this se- 
mester. Five temporary build- 
ings have been erected to alle- 
viate classroom crowding, and 
provide badly-needed faculty of- 
fices. Under construction now 
are two new structures, a 
$5,000,000 science building and 
a music facility on the campus’s 
developing south side. Neither 
one will be ready for complete 
use until next fall, however.

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Reporter Finds Johns More 
Than “Just” A President

When the average student, if 
there is such a thing on today’s 
college campus, thinks of the col- 
lege president, he thinks of a 
balding or gray old man who is 
seldom on campus and even more 
seldom given to making himself 
available to the students. Not so 
Dr. Robert Johns, new president 
of Sacramento State College. 

Gathering all the courage I 
could muster and prepared to wit- 
ness the worst, I entered his of- 
fice last Tuesday with its plush 
wall-to-wall carpeting and thick, 
sweet smell of fresh paint. There 
was little doubt that there had 
been a change. Believe me, the 
change has not been for the worse. 
The man who greeted us was a 
polite, silver haired, 45 year old 
father of four. He spoke with the 
friendliness of afraternity broth~ 
er, but the authority of a college 


president. 

As soon as he began to ans- 
wer the estions that were 
thrown af him by such ex- 


perienced journalists as Rod 
Beaudry, Pete Dorsett and my- 
self, 1 could tell that he could 
never be accused of being afraid 
of a good fight. Indeed, at Mon- 
tana Dr. Johns was involved in an 
occassional mind tussle with 
everyone from the local constable 
to the state governor. One such 
encounter involved the campus 
newspaper editor. 

David Rorvik is described by 
Dr. Johns as a ‘‘hypergenius 
editor’’ of the student newspaper, 
The Kaimin. He completed his 
term of office on March 11. ‘He 
loved to shock people. He hacked 
up everything, and I forget just 
in what order, from the flag, to 
Johnson, the campus, Jesus 
Christ (Dr. Johns points out that 
Rorvik is a church-going Cath- 
olic), and the governor.” Rorvik 
even took aim on Dr, Johns a 
few times. ‘‘He took every social 
organism and tore it apart,’’ al- 
though his method was a ‘*crude 
surgery.’’ 

Unfortunately for Rorvik, he 
was from a small community of 
about 600 north of Missoula, The 


town is in a heavily Birch-sym- 
pathetic area as is much of the 
rest of Montana, Sam Reynolds, 
editorial page editor of the Mis- 
soulian, commented earlier this 
year in an interview in the Sac- 
ramento Bee: 

‘¢Pressures to fire Rorvik 
built up all year but the lid blew 
off just before his terin expired, 
The student publications board 
rejected a poem for the campus 
literary magazine on a very nar~- 
row vote. It was filthy. Rorvik 
then tried to get it in the Kaimin 
but a printer in the university 
print shop refused to set the type. 

«On his editorial page Rorvik 
left a little hole with a note 
saying the poem was to have ap- 
peared in that spot.’? When the 
union printer refused to set the 
type some other students on cam-~ 
pus mimeographed and dis- 
tributed the poem on campus, 
«*] had letters to the editor pour- 
ing in,”’ says Reynolds,

THE NEW LOOKS 


IN SSC SPORTS

Far Western Conference football! fans will have a new team 
to watch this year. 

California State College at Hayward officially becomes a 
member of the FWC this year, making the conference a seven team 
operation for the first time in its 42 year history. 

With the addition of the Pioneers to the FWC comes the end 
to 12 consecutive years of six team operation for the league. 

How well the new entry will fare in the league this year is 
only a matter of conjecture. But if history is a reliable yardstick 
for measuring future success, Cal State’s climb to the top will be 
a long and arduous journey. 

For the past 12 years, two schools have dominated the F WC 
football flag chases, San Francisco State and Humboldt State to- 
gether have won 88 conference games, leaving only 86 to be divided 
up among the remaining four schools, 

San Francisco has been the perrennial title winner since 1953. 
The Golden Gators have won five championships outright, and have 
tied for four others, The Gators have not fallen lower than second 
place for the last ten years, and have a record of 48 wins against 
only nine losses for a percentage of .842 in FWC action, 

Humboldt has been the perennial bride’s maid of the con- 
ference, The Lumberjacks hold a 40-18 record for an impressive 
.690 percentage following league realignment in 1953, Prior to the 
1965 campaign, when the ’Jacks were 2-3, Humboldt had never exper~- 
ienced a losing season in the FWC,

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The four remaining conference schools are grouy Tr 
within six victories of each other, 

The University of California at Davis ranks as the number 
three school over the past dozen years, The Aggies have won 24 
games while losing 34 for a .414 percentage. The Davis elevens 
have alternated winning and losing seasons ever since 1953, 

Following the Cal Aggies, we find the University of Nevada 
Wolfpack, Except for last year’s 4-1 record, gambling has been 
more profitable for the Renoans than FWC football, The Wolfpack 
has a 22-36 record for the past dozen campaigns. This gives Nev- 
ada a somewhat less than impressive .379 percentage. 

Chico State has matched Nevada as far as victories are con- 
cerned, but the Wildcats managed to lose one more game than the 
Wolfpack for a record of 22-37 for 12 conference seasons, This 
includes Chico’s current 16 game losing streak, Even Sac State 
beat the Wildcats last year. 

Sacramento State brings up the rear in FWC football, despite 
their 1964 championship and trip to the Camellia Bowl. The Hornets 
have compiled only 18 wins against 40 setbacks in league play. The 
1964 season was SSC’s only winning season. 

It should be interesting to see how Cal State fares in the new- 
look Far Western Conference, 

With the addition of the Pioneers, the FWC becomes the largest 
small college conference in California. 





From the distaff side of the sports fence comes word that 
Sacramento State will begin competing in a Women’s Intercollegiate 
Athletics program for the first time this year. 


Professor Mary Turner of the PE Department, who will coach 
the women’s softball team, reports that Sacramento State will not 
compete in an organized league as such to begin with, although plans 
are afoot for the formation of such a league in the near future. 
At the present, the women are scheduling games with any schools 
willing to compete. 


During the coming year, Sacramento State will be competing 
in eight different sports, The seasons will be based on a quarters 
system, During the first quarter, Field Hockey and Golf will be 
played, Volleyball and Gymnastics will occupy the second quarter, 
with Basketball and Swimming scheduled for the third quarter. 
Rounding out the year will be Softball and Tennis, 


The new program will be regulated through the Division of 
Girls’ and Women’s Sports of the American Association for Health, 
Physical Education, and Recreation. The various sports will be 
played according to the rules of this organization, and game officials 
will be provided by the Association. 


Competition is open to all full time women students in good 
standing. Participation is limited, however, to undergraduate students, 
Participants will be allowed to participate in only one sport per 


quarter, 


Persons wishing to participate must register for the program 
in the same manner that they would register for a regular class, 
Women participating will earn a unit of credit for their efforts. 


When asked if there would be any type of athletic awards given 
out, Professor Turner said jokingly, ‘No. We'd rather spend our 
money on getting the girls to more places.”’ 


Included on the distaff schedule this year are Los Angeles 
State, Humboldt State, Stanford, Nevada, American River College, 
the Cal Aggies, Chico State, San Francisco State, San Jose State, 
and a host of others.

According to Clemmons, how- 
ever, this year’s team will have 
a little more size, with the entire 
team averaging about 198 pounds 
per man, He also feels ‘that the 
team has more speed this year.
